AN ACT to renumber and\ameng 13.121 (4), 230.35 (2) and 757.02 (5); and to
create 13.121 (4) (b), 230.3 ) (b) and (c) and 757.02 (5) (b) of the statutes;
relating to: eliminatio acsumulated sick leave credit program for
legislators, justices ang udges, aH state elected officials, and certain

appointed executive pranch officials.

Analysis by the Legislative Reference Bureau

Under current/aw, a state employee in a positiorhthat is covered under the
Wisconsin Retiremg¢nt System (WRS) is entitled to receive'paid sick leave credits as
part of his or her fompensation under the state compensatiqn plan, at the election
of the employer/ or pursuant to a collective bargaining agyeement. If a state
employee does pot use all of his or her sick leave credits duringa calendar year, he
or she may agcumulate this unused sick leave from year to yeéar in a sick leave
account. Gererally, if a state employee terminates covered employment under the
WRS and nfeets certain conditions related to age or years of employment, the
employee’s Accumulated unused sick leave may be converted, at his‘or her highest
basic pay frate, to credits for the payment of postretirement hea)\}h insurance

premiums{under a health insurance plan administered by the Group Insurance
Board.

This bill provides that:

1. No member of the legislature may accumulate unused sick leave from year
to year in his or her sick leave account for work performed as a member of the
legislature during any term of office that begins after the bill’s effective date.
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~No supreme court justice, court of appeals judge, or circuit court judge may
accumulatewnused sick leave from year to year in his or her sick leave account for

work performéd.as a supreme court justice, court of appeals judge, or circuit court—

judge during any texm of office that begins after the bill’s effective date.

3. No other state®lected official may accumulate unused sick-leave from year
to year in his or her sick leave_ account for work performe during any term of office
that begins after the bill’s effective date.

4. No person who is appointed by the ge vérnor to a posmon in the executive
branch after the bill’s effective date, and*Whose appointment requires confirmation
by the senate, may accumulate upased sick leave from year to year in his or her sick
leave account for work perforfied while serving in“that position.

13.121 (4) (a) For the purpose of premium determinations under s. 40.05 (4)
and (5) each member of the legislature shall accrue sick leave at a rate equivalent
to a percentage of time worked recommended for such positions by the director of the
office of state employment relations and approved by the joint committee on
employment relations in the same manner as compensation for such positions is
determined under s. 20.923, except as provided in par. (b). This percentage of time
worked shall be applied to the sick leave accrual rate established under s. 230.35 (2).
The approved percentage shall be incorporated into the compensation plan under s.
230.12 (1).

to sickness and leave of absence without pay, other than annual leave and leave
under s. 103.10, shall be regulated by rules of the director, except that unused sick
leave shall accumulate from year to year. After July 1, 1973, employees appointed
to career executive positions under the program established under s. 230.24 or
positions designated in s. 19.42 (10) (L) or 20.923 (4), (7), (8), and (9) or authorized
under s. 230.08 (2) (e) shall have any unused sick leave credits restored if they are
reemployed in a career executive position or in a position under s. 19.42 (10) (L) or
20.923 (4), (7), (8), and (9) or authorized under s.
